Desert  Storm's  troops  get  a  hero's  welcome  for  an 
American  victory  in  the  Persian  Gulf 


August  2,  1990.  Saddam  Hussein  and  his  Iraqi  forces  invade 
Kuwait.  Within  24  hours,  the  U.S.  has  frozen  all  Iraqi  assets  and 
banned  all  trade  with  the  invading  nation.  Days  later,  the  United 
Nations  followed  suit.  Operation  Desert  Shield  began  as  President 
George  Bush  sent  naval  forces  into  the  Gulf.  Over  the  course  of  a 
few  short  months,  500,000  troops  were  I  iving  in  the  hot  sands  of  the 
Persian  Gulf.  January  1 5, 1 991 ,  the  deadline  for  Iraq's  withdrawal 
from  Kuwait,  came  and  went  with  no  action  from  Hussein.  The 
U.S.  and  allied  forces  launched  an  intensive  air  strike  on  Iraq  and 
Kuwait.  After  several  weeks  of  air-strikes,  the  allied  ground  troops 
were  ordered  into  Kuwait  and  within  days,  the  Iraqi  forces  were 
driven  out.  Though  the  battle  is  over  and  our  troops  are  coming 
home,  Iraq  remains  in  an  uproar  as  its  civilians  call  for  Hussein's 
dethronement. 

The  Persian  Gulf  War,  which  united  48  countries  into  one  allied 
force,  is  the  largest  armed  action  in  which  our  generation  has  had 
an  active  role.  Everywhere,  people  joined  in  the  effort.  Flags  lined 


the  streets,  yellow  ribbons  adorned  trees,  windows  were  deco- 
rated, and  even  coats  tailored.  Even  Concordia  displayed  its 
red,  white,  and  blue  and  prayed  for  the  safe  return  of  every 
person. 

The  1991  Pillars  is  dedicated  to  each  military  official, 
goverment  leader,  and  each  person  who  willingly  went  to  war 
to  defend  this  grand  nation.  Two  such  men  belong  to  our 
Concordia  family.  Enoch  Petersen,  a  senior  from  Wilton,  Iowa, 
served  in  the  Naval  Reserves  as  a  field  medic  with  the  Marines 
in  Saudi  Arabia.  Dr.  Frank  Andritzky,  a  professor  in  the  Political 
Science  department,  also  spent  several  weeks  serving  his  coun- 
try during  its  time  of  crisis. 

We  thank  our  most  powerful  God  that  He  has  allowed  these 
people  to  return  to  their  loved  ones.  And,  we  realize  how 
blessed  we  are  to  live  in  a  free  nation.  May  our  leaders  continue 
to  be  strong  and  faithful,  and  may  we  continue  to  trust  Him  as 
He  continues  to  bless  us.

Organizations 


There  are  numerous  organized  groups  on  campus.  These  two  pages  include  programs  which 
deal  with  spiritual  outreach  off  of  Concordia'scampus.  The  pictures  include  FOCUS,  Babyholders, 
and  PACE.  A  couple  unpictured  groups  are  described  below. 

Members  of  Bethesda  Pen  Pals  volunteer  from  here  and  are  matched  up  with  a  resident  at 
Bethesda  Lutheran  Home  in  Wisconsin  as  a  pen  pal .  Many  of  the  residents  are  unable  to  write  back, 
due  to  their  disabilities,  but  do  get  a  lot  of  joy  out  of  receiving  letters  from  their  pen  pal.  The 
residents  are  mentally  handicapped,  and  many  have  other  disabilities,  too. 

Bethel  is  a  group  of  volunteers  which  goes  down  to  the  Bethel  Lutheran  Church  in  Chicago  every 
week.  They  open  the  gym  doors  for  the  kids  of  the  neighborhood.  The  purpose  is  to  keep  them 
off  the  streets  at  least  one  night  a  week  (an  inner-city  church),  teach  them  a  little  about  God  through 
devotions  and  Bible  studies,  let  them  play  in  the  gym,  and  give  them  crafts  to  do. 

Caprini  Green  is  a  program  set  up  from  Concordia  to  go  down  to  the  Caprini  Green 
neighborhood  and  help  fix  up  apartments,  paint,  and  clean.  These  apartments  then  can  be  rented 
out  again  instead  of  having  all  of  that  space  go  to  waste.

Do  any  of  these  lines  sound  familiar?  They  should  if  you  saw  the 
fall  play  Noises  Off,  directed  by  Eunice  Eifert.

Music 


The  music  department  offers  a  variety  of  opportuni- 
ties for  student  participation.  There  are  a  dozen 
different  groups  that  need  dedicated  musicians,  from 
vocal  groups  to  specific  instrumental  ensembles.

MENC,  which  stands  for  Music  Educators  National 
Conference,  has  an  active  chapter  on  campus.  This 
group  is  dedicated  to  high  standards  in  music  educa- 
tion. MENC  participates  in  weekly  meetings  and 
various  music  activities,  and,  this  year,  attended  a 
music  conference  in  Peoria,  Illinois.

The  Chapel  Choir  helps  to  enrich  the  students'  daily  worship.  This  choir  is  usually  present 
on  Wednesday  chapel  services  and  several  special  services  during  the  year.

The  1990  Cougars  were  young  with  only 
five  seniors  on  the  squad.  This,  along  with  one 
of  the  toughest  schedules  in  NCAA  Division  III 
football  (five  nationally  ranked  teams),  lead  to 
a  year  of  many  near-misses. 

The  attitude  of  the  team  was  set  in  the  first 
game.  Concordia  trailed  the  University  of 
Chicago  until  quarterback  Jeff  Braun  tossed  a 
touchdown  pass  to  tie  the  game  before  half- 
time.  The  Cougars  made  another  really  im- 
pressive drive  in  the  fourth  quarter  to  win  the 
game  14-1 3. 

The  Cougars  went  through  a  series  of  real ly 
tough  games  during  the  middle  of  the  season, 
facing  nationally  ranked  teams.  The  ability  to 
win  a  close  game  came  to  fruition  on  the  last 
game's  16-15  win  over  Blackburn  College. 
The  winning  touchdown  was  set  up  by  a 
blocked  punt. 


Eric  Otten,  the  heart  and  soul  of  the  second- 
ary, was  voted  first-team  all-conference  and 
most  valuable  defense  back  in  the  lllini-Bad- 
ger-Hawkeye  Conference.  Another  outstand- 
ing defensive  player  is  end  and  linebacker 
Lonnie  Pries.  Lonnie  was  voted  all-confer- 
ence for  the  second  straight  year. 

On  offense,  the  elements  of  the  Cougar 
passing  combination  set  three  school  records 
and  was  the  second  best  in  the  league.  Quar- 
terback Jeff  Braun  set  these  records.  Junior 
Chris  Morkert  had  62  catches,  leading  the 
Cougars.  Both  Braun  and  Morkert  were  named 
to  the  all-conference  team. 

With  the  Cougars  never-say-die  attitude 
and  willingness  to  go  face-to-face  with  these 
ranked  teams,  the  Cougar  football  team  is 
building  a  strong  future,  and  will  be  in  the 
running  for  the  conference  title.

Fall  quarter  saw  an  improved  volleyball 
team  over  last  year.  The  enthusiastic  lady 
Cougars  played  a  tough  schedule  and  ended 
up  with  a  record  of  1 1  -1 7,  4-4. 

The  Cougars  began  the  season  with  a  match 
against  North  Park,  losing  it  against  a  tough 
team.  The  team  went  through  a  streak  of  eight 
losses  during  the  middle  of  the  season,  but 
snapped  it  with  a  very  impressive  victory  over 
Barat  College,  3-0.  During  this  match  the 
Cougars  recorded  19  aces,  led  by  Freshman 
Christa  Kastenwith  nine  (a  new  school  record). 

During  the  final  week  of  the  season,  the 
lady  spikers  had  a  rough  schedule,  splitting  six 
matches.  Included  in  these  were  four  games  at 
the  Northern  Illinois  Intercollegiate  Confer- 
ence Tournament  at  IBC,  where  the  Cougars 
won  twice  to  wrap  up  a  third  place  conference 
finish. 

The  ladies  won  their  final  home  game  over 


foe  Trinity.  Then,  in  NIIC  tourney  play,  the 
Cougars  had  a  rough  first  day,  losing  to  IBC 
and  Aurora.  But,  the  second  day  belonged  to 
CURF,  as  they  topped  Trinity  and  Judson. 

Coach  Mara  Schmidt  wrapped  up  the  sea- 
son by  saying,  "We  played  fairly  consistent 
volleyball.  Everybody,  including  our  young- 
est players,  contributed  to  the  team  effort,  and 
we  showed  some  potential  for  what  we  can  do 
as  a  team  next  year.  We  can  look  forward  to 
1991  in  a  positive  way."

Women's  Tennis 


The  Concordia  women's  tennis  team 
proved,  once  again,  that  they  are  a  force  to  be 
reckoned  with  in  the  NIIC.  They  were  going 
for  their  ninth  straight  title,  but  fell  short  to 
Rockford  by  just  three  points.  The  netters 
finished  the  year  with  a  dual  record  of  1 1-5, 
placing  second  in  the  NIIC. 

The  team  began  the  year  losing  fourof  their 
first  five  meets.  Then  they  turned  up  the  heat 
in  the  remaining  matches  with  a  10-1  finish, 
including  winning  their  final  seven  matches. 
The  team  was  lead  in  victories  by  Franci 
Cashmer,  with  a  1 5-3  mark,  and  Molly  Teets, 
posting  a  13-5  record.  Colleen  Robison  and 
Sherry  Stuckwisch  also  had  impressive  records. 
Stuckwisch  showed  why  she  was  captain  of 
this  years  squad.  Her  eleven  victories  put  her 
first  in  all-time  victories  at  Concordia  with  43. 
She  ended  her  tennis  career  with  the  fifth 
highest  winning  percentage. 


On  the  double's  side,  the  team  was  led  by 
the  duo  of  Cashmer  and  Teets,  who  posted 
twelve  victories  to  just  three  defeats.  Over  all, 
the  netters  were  shut  out  only  twice  the  whole 
season,  while  shutting  out  their  opponents 
four  times. 

Concerning  the  season  as  a  whole,  Coach 
Faszholz  had  this  to  say,  "The  team  really 
surprised  me  with  its  resolve  to  perform  well 
and  to  improve.  They  had  a  tremendous  team 
spirit  and  showed  genuine  concern  for  each 
other  during  the  course  of  the  season.  We 
certainly  will  miss  the  leadership  of  Sherry 
Stuckwisch.  I  am  very  proud  of  all  the  players, 
their  accomplishments,  andtheirfriendships." 

With  next  year's  team  losingonlyone  player 
from  this  year's  squad,  the  Cougars  should  be 
in  striking  distance  of  reclaiming  the  NIIC 
tennis  crown  and  posting  its  ninth  champion- 
ship out  of  ten  years!

Cross  Country 


The  1 990  cross  country  season  began  with 
a  one  man  show.  Freshman  Tim  Grotelueschen 
was  Concordia's  lone  representative  at  the 
Elmhurst  Invitational,  which  features  four 
teams.  His  college  career  started  with  style  as 
he  placed  fourth  out  of  30  runners. 

Concordia  fielded  a  complete  team  at  the 
next  meet,  the  North  Central  Invitational.  The 
Cougars  faced  strong  teams  from  Division  I 
schools,  such  as  Loyola  and  DePaul,  as  well  as 
the  always  tough  North  Central  from  Division 
III.  The  team  gained  much  experience  from 
this  meet.  Next  it  was  on  to  the  North  Park 
Invitational.  This  was  the  first  time  for  Coach 
Al  Hermann  that  Concordia  has  brought  a  full 
women's  team  to  a  meet.  In  all,  six  women 
competed  in  a  two  mile  run.  Following  this 
meet  the  harriers  ran  in  the  Loyola  Invitational 
on  October  6.  Once  again,  they  were  up 
against  some  stiff  competition  from  Division  I 


schools.  The  outstanding  performers  were 
Grotelueschen,  who  finished  in  the  upper  half 
of  the  250-runner  field,  and  freshman  Karin 
Oesterreich,  who  led  the  way  for  the  ladies  in 
the  5000-meter  course. 

On  October  1 3,  the  Cougars  participated  in 
the  Illinois  Benedictine  Invitational.  They 
finished  in  fifth  place  out  of  a  field  of  eleven. 
The  impressive  statistic  from  this  meet  was  that 
all  five  women  improved  their  times.  The 
following  week  the  runners  went  to  the  Uni- 
versity of  Wisconsin— Parkside.  They  used  this 
meet  as  a  tune-up  for  their  final  meet,  the  NIIC 
Invitational  at  IBC.  They  finished  their  year 
with  a  first  place  finish. 

Coach  Hermann  summed  up  the  season  by 
saying,  "We  really  did  our  best  with  what  we 
had,  as  we  started  from  scratch  back  in  Sep- 
tember. It  was  great  to  get  a  full  women'steam 
going  and  to  seethe  interest  build  in  that  area." 
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A  Season  of  Improvement 

Men's  Basketball 


The  Concordia  men's  basketball  team 
showed  that  they  are  on  their  way  toward  the 
top  by  posting  a  record  of  1 0-1 6  overall,  4-6  in 
conference  play.  This  is  a  vast  improvement 
from  last  year  when  they  went  3-23,  0-1 0. 

The  one  thing  that  is  most  impressive  about 
this  improvement  is  that  the  team  is  still  very 
young.  There  are  no  seniors  on  the  squad  and 
only  three  juniors.  The  rest  are  primarily 
sophomores,  along  with  three  freshmen.  The 
eagers  returned  eight  players  from  last  year's 
varsity  squad.  The  Cougars  were  led  by  Darron 
Lowe  with  a  season  average  of  1 7.5  points  per 
game  and  Ken  Handy  with  a  1 3.5  ppg  average. 
Julian  Petzold,  who  had  a  7.8  ppg  average,  led 
the  team  in  free-throw  shooting  with  a  mark  of 
85.2  percent.  This  mark  qualified  him  for  the 
national  rankingsof  Division  III  basketball.  As 
for  rebounds,  Handy  led  the  way  with  a  6.0  per 
game  average. 

This  year  Coach  Peterson  was  able  to  re- 
cruit an  overseas  player  by  the  name  of  Panos 


Stamatis.  Playing  center  and  standing  6'6"  tall, 
Stamatis  came  to  Concordia  from  Peania, 
Greece. 

The  Cougars  opened  play  with  several  ri- 
vals before  going  onto  the  CIT  tournament  in 
St.  Louis,  where  they  placed  third.  They  went 
on  to  lose  their  next  five  contests.  Over 
Christmas  break,  the  Cougars  traveled  to  the 
Christ  College  Tourney  in  Irvine,  California. 
Again  they  placed  third  after  defeating  Con- 
cordia—St.  Paul.  The  tournament  must  have 
ignited  a  spark  for  the  team.  After  beginning 
the  season  with  a  2-8  record  before  this  tour- 
ney, the  men  finished  the  rest  of  the  year  with 
an  8-8  record. 

Their  schedule  included  games  against  dif- 
ficult non-conference  teams  such  as  Elmhurst, 
Eureka,  and  Hope  Colleges.  With  a  full  squad 
returning  next  year,  plus  some  good  recruits, 
the  Cougars  will  have  their  sites  set  on  being 
the  team  to  beat  in  1 992.

The  average  height  is  about  5'6",  which  makes 
it  difficult  to  contend  with  the  larger  schools 
that  are  able  to  recruit  taller  players.  But  the 
lady  cagers  adapted  to  it,  and  played  with  the 
rest  of  them! 


The  most  significant  victory  for  the  Cougars 
came  at  the  expense  of  Illinois  Benedictine 
College.  The  Cougars  prevented  the  Eagles 
from  having  part  in  a  three-way  tie  for  first 
place.  The  Cougars  should  only  be  losing  two 
players  from  this  year's  squad.  They  are 
Rachel  Stohs  and  Kendis  Prok.  Senior  Laura 
Kohrs  will  remain  on  the  team  with  one  year  of 
eligibility  left. 

Coach  Tom  Faszholz  summed  up  the  sea- 
son by  saying,  "We  showed  a  great  deal  of 
improvement  over  last  year.  We  were  much 
more  competitive,  and  I  thought  the  players 
pulled  together  pretty  well."  With  key  players 
returning,  Concordia  can  look  forward  to  an 
exciting  season  next  year.

The  team  consists  of  one 
senior,  three  juniors,  and  the  remaining  play- 
ers being  sophomores  and  freshmen. 

The  young  squad  began  the  year  in  fine 
fashion  by  posting  a  5-4  record  through  the 
first  nine  games.  The  remainder  of  the  season, 
though,  was  tough  for  the  Cougars.  They  were 
unable  to  stop  defeat  against  their  NIIC  oppo- 
nents in  crucial  games.  They  were  able  to  end 
the  season  on  a  high  note  with  a  decisive  1 6- 
6  victory  over  Concordia— Mequon. 

The  final  record  was  6-18  overall,  2-8  in 
NIIC  action.  This  is  a  game  improvement  over 
last  year's  record.  Even  though  the  team  only 
managed  six  victories,  every  one  of  the  wins 
was  by  a  wide  margin  ~  the  lowest  difference 


being  five  runs  and  the  largest  being  eleven 
runs. 

The  team  as  a  whole  had  an  impressive 
.315  batting  average,  while  having  a  fielding 
average  of  .902.  The  work  horse  on  the 
Cougar's  pitching  staff  is  Denise  Bode,  who 
appeared  in  1 5  games.  In  the  hitting  column, 
Cindy  Shark  led  the  team  with  a  .389  batting 
average,  followed  by  Georgia  Pagel  at  .388. 
Georgia  also  had  a  team  high  .529  on-base 
percentage. 

The  year  has  turned  into  a  season  of  grow- 
ing and  maturing  for  the  lady  Cougars.  The 
much  needed  experience  is  under  their  belts. 
And,  with  this  experience,  high  expectations 
will  be  in  orderfor  next  year's  squad.  With  the 
ambition  of  this  team,  success  is  just  waiting 
for  the  Cougars  next  year.

The  track  team  posted  a  season  of  improve- 
ment and  some  big  achievements.  Participat- 
ing in  all  kinds  of  weather,  the  team  got  some 
great  results  from  their  big  efforts. 

The  track  team  opened  its  season  incompe- 
tition  at  the  Chicagoland  meet  at  North  Cen- 
tral College.  The  whole  team  participated  in 
this  meet,  with  junior  Tim  Foss  posting  the  best 
results  for  the  Cougars.  Foss  recorded  a  time 
of  :1 1 .40  in  the  1 00-meter  event  and  :52.4  in 
his  part  of  the  4x400  relay. 

A  snowstorm  caused  the  Cougars  to  cancel 
a  meet  and  attend  the  Crusader  Invitational  at 
Wheaton.  Freshman  Tim  Grotelueschen  seta 
personal  best  of  1 6:1 1  in  the  5-kilometer  run. 
KurtisSmith  and  Dori  Schneideralso achieved 
personal  bests.  Diane  Ryherd  had  a  throw  of 
109'6"  in  the  discus,  less  than  five  feet  off  the 
school  record. 

The  team  split  up  for  a  weekend  as  the 
women  headed  to  the  Cardinal  Classic  and  the 
men  to  the  Ecumenical  Invitational.  The 
Monmouth  Little  State  meet  found  the  men 
finishing  in  fourth  place  and  the  women  in 


fifth.  The  quartet  of  Foss,  Mike  Schult,  Mike 
Palmreuter,  and  Smith  placed  second  in  the 
4x1 00  and  4x400  relays.  All  four  also  finished 
fourth  in  their  individual  events. 

Saving  their  best  for  last,  the  Concordia 
track  team  put  forth  a  superb  effort  at  the 
Viking  Relays  in  Wisconsin.  The  Cougars 
posted  a  number  of  personal  bests  and  high 
place  finishes  to  take  them  into  next  season. 
The  highlight  of  the  day  was  the  4x400  relay, 
run  by  Foss,  Schult,  Tom  Vanderbilt,  and 
Smith.  They  finished  in  first  place  with  a  time 
of  3:35.  The  tracksters  finished  second  in  the 
4x200  and  third  in  the  4x100.  Vanderbilt 
captured  third  in  the  sprint  medley,  running  a 
personal  best  of  2:09.  Grotelueschen  also 
finished  third  in  the  5-K  and  fourth  in  the  1 500- 
meter.  Ryherd  took  third  place  in  the  shot  put 
with  a  mark  of  32' 1 1 ",  a  personal  best. 

"We  came  a  long  way  this  year,"  Braun  says.

And 
the  Chicago  White  Sox  completed  their  new 
stadium!  Ricky  Henderson,  of  the  Oakland  A's, 
broke  the  stolen  base  record  of  938  to  achieve 
the  title  of  most  stolen  bases  in  a  career. 

Michael  Jordan  captured  his  fifth  consecu- 
tive season  scoring  title  in  basketball.  The 
Chicago  Bulls,  Detroit  Pistons,  L.A.  Lakers  and 
Portland  Trailblazers  continue  to  play  tough 
basketball,  as  the  Chicago  Bulls  win  the  title. 
Two  expansion  teams,  the  Minnesota 
Timberwolves  and  the  Orlando  Magic,  were 
added  to  the  NBA.

Col  lege  sports  were  as  popu  lar  as  ever.  Colo- 
rado defeated  Notre  Dame  in  the  Rose  Bowl  to 
win  the  football  title.  Duke  dribbled  its  way  to 
its  fourth  strait  Final  Four  appearance,  defeating 
UNLV  in  the  championship  game  to  claim  the 
NCAA  basketball  title.  Northern  Michigan  Uni- 
versity claimed  the  hockey  title.

In  general, 
the  U.S.  economy  is  in  a  recession,  although  infla- 
tion is  also  down.
